A. Birmingham paper publishes a 
■very humble apology for having, in 
in one of its reports, desoribed a speak- 
er at a public meeting as a shoemaker, 
instead of a shoe manufacturer. 

A new London omnibus company is 
apokon of. The new vehicles to be 
introduced possess may improvements 
ever thoao at present in use, and will 
provide additional comfort and con- 
venience for passengers. 

The' Irish Presbyterians have taken 
up the temperance question. By or- 
der'of the 1 General Assembly, the 
Presbyterian ministers throughout 
Ireland proachoct on temperance Sun- 
day, Dec. 6. 

A ehuroh at Denbigh, England.was 
recently closed by tho Bishop of St. 
Astph on account of a reredos placed 
in it.:! Another is being placed in a 
church in London, St. Augustine's, at 
a cost of £1,300. 

It ha* frequently boen stated that 
the Ashantee war cost nearly nine 
millions sterling. Tho actual coat is 
•nnouncod to have been about sevon- 
teen hundred thousand pounds an 
•mount yet to b» reduced by a valua- 
tion of a large quantity of returned 
stores. 

Daunt'* . Rock, which has been a 
dangerous obstruction at the entrance 
•f Cork harbor, was attacked with a 
powerful bale of gun-cotton, in order 
to remove it the other day. The rock, 
however, did not seem to-be much 
tha worse for the ' explosion; but im- 
mediately after it a largo number of 
daad Ashes were picked up by boat- 
men where thi gun-cotton had been 
fired. 

The English'erpQdition in Africa, 
undor Lieut! Camerbn.is proving most 
auocessful. Letters to May 16 have 
baen roceived from it. Tho party 
ware all well. They had circumnavi- 
gated the Tanganyika Late, and 
found the affluent south of Speke's Is- 
lands, which tho nativos reported to 
be Congo, identical with Livingstone's 
Lualaba. Mr. Cameron hopes to reach 
Jellala Falls and Loanda. 

According to tho returns which aro 
furnished by the Engineers of the 
London Metropolitan Board of works, 
th« average daily quantity of sowage 
pumped iuto tho Thames at Crossness 
is 255,035 cubic metres, and at Bark- 
ing 2-il,'2'J5 cubic metres, equivalent 
to about as many tons by weight- 
say, in round niunbors, half a milionl 
tons of sowago aro thrown into tho sea 
every- twenty four hours. 

Owing ho the growing depression in 
the Shollleld Bessemer steel rail and 
tyro trades grout reductions of wages 
have bond detonnined upon. At John 
Brown £ Co., nearly two hundred 
tyremen aro. t.qlmvo their wages lower- 
ed, by '20 .per cent. Messrs. Brown 
Bayloy, & Dixon bavo given notice of 
a roduction on} percent'., to three 
hundred tyrcmeu. . .

Ah wns predicted in this jounial.tlio 
Government bavo delayed mooting 
the House till tho very last moment 
permitted by tho Constitution. Section 
30 of tho Constitution Act provides 
that'"There shall be a session of the 
Legislature of tbis colony once, at 
least, every year, so that twelve 
months shall not intervene between 
tho last sitting of the Assembly in one 
session and its first sitting in tho next 
Session. " The House rose on tho 2nd 
March 1,874, and it is now called to- 
gothor for the 1st of March 1875; so 
that tho reader will see Ministers have 
only resolved to meet the House on 
the 1st March because they could not 
possibly delay meeting it a day later. 
Looking back over the past few months, 
it is not difficult to see how deftly the 
the gam o of delay bas been played,— 
how nicely the Premier has timed mat- 
ters and movements in order to put off 
as far as possible the evil day of meet- 
ing the Houso and at the same time 
prolon 



what bo cannot but be con 
scions is tho last "good time" he shall 
ever enjoy at Columbia's expense. The 
reader will have observed that in bis 
despatch to the Governor-General of 
Canada Lord Carnarvon distinctly 
states that it was at Mr. Walkem's re- 
quest he ^delayed the announcement 
of tho Terms which, in his opinion, 
might properly bo laid clown aa s fair 
and reasonable;" and a reference to dnles 
shows that delay to have extended over 
nearly two mnoths\ Even after that tho 
Premier lingers about London for 
nearly a month, and then he stops in 
Canada just long enough to give color 
to the pretenso thnt Ministers really 
couldn't meet the House sooner than 
tho 1st March. It will surely be un- 
necessary that we should point out 
another (possibly the primary) object 
of all tbis unnecessary delay, — that of 
avoiding a dissolution and a submis- 
sion of the new Railway Terms to the 
people, "in accordance with the solemn 
pledge of the Legislature. There 
must be few persons so dull as not to 
have detected this, more especially as 
the data already given shows most 
clearly that theso -'splendid Terms" 
nught easily have boon here early in 
October. It is really distressing to 
reflect how the whole affair has been 
mismanaged, or perhaps, it would ho 
more correct to say, cunniugly. en- 
gineered, with a specific view to mak- 
ing the public interests and exigences 
subservient to Ministerial greed and 
selfishness. That the Premier is clo- 
ver and has played bis game as an 
expert.like another "Ah Sin," will not 
be seriously epiestioned. But, re- 
garding the subject from a public 
standpoint, looking to tho interests of 
Columbia, no rational mind can evade 
the conviction that the game has been 
a losing one — tho result of the mission 
ignominious, if not disastrous, failure. 



Closing Schools 

Lake District School has been clos- 
ed by "tho powers that be" sinco Au- 
gust. Thero are in the District 20 
children of school age, 13 of whom, we 
are assured by one of the Trustees, 
wore in actual attendance at tho time 
the school was closed. This is, of course 
an oxparte case, and wo should be 
glad to know all that can fairly bo 
urged in dofenso of what looks dis- 
agreeably like an arbtrary act. By 
what authority was the school closed? 
We can find none in the Act. That 
there should be discretionary power 
somowhore to close a school, or, at any 
rate, withdraw Government support, 
when tho attendance and all tho other 
circumstances nro such as would not 
justify the expenditure, wo freely 
admit; and that such power might well 
repose in tho Board of Education wo 
are not disposed to doubt. But the 
Act does not appear to us to give that 
power; and if tho Board has felt call- 
ed upon to stretch a point in order to 
guard against a misoxpenditnro of 
public money, it is not unreasonable 
to expect that n questionable power, 
although oxertodin the public interest, 
shall bo used with more than ordinary 
caution. Wo would not be understood 
ns intimating that such has not been 
the caso. Indeed, a knowledge of the 
gentlemen comprising the Board would 
lead us to a contrary conclusion. And 
yet tho case of the Lako School, as 
presontod tq tho writer, would lead one 
to think that tho powor referred to 
had been exercised with rather more 
rigidity than may, perhaps, bo alto- 
gether compatible with tho primary 
motive by which wo feel quite sure 
tho Board is actuated. May wo ven- 
ture to hope that tho caso of tho school 
advertod to will receivo the best atten- 
tion of tho Board at its noxt meeting, 
and that it will Rpoodily be opened, 
if that can bo done consistently with 
tho gonoral public interests?

Demoralizing. 

The ettromoly un-British and, as we 
think, demoralizing means whioh it is 
very generally understood bavo been ro- 
liortcd toiu thi» community with n view 
to obtaining oormoMon« under tho new 
Indian Luiuof Law bavo voir properly | 



been takeu up by two correspondents, to 
whose observations wo feel called upon 
to add a fow of our own. While yiolding 
to none in an earnest desire to see a stop 
put to the nefarioiiB traffic whioh it is tho 
object of the law to put down, we confess 
that, desirable us that end is, it does not, 
in our opinion at least, justify tho use of 
such means. There id about it something 
ugainst which manly, British feeling re- 
volts—something bo inconsonant with all 
one's preconceived notions of what is just 
and honourable, Our correspondents 
have made our task oasy; and yot an ad- 
ditional thought or two may not be con- 
sidered aupurlluous. Upon a recent oo- 
casion Chief Justico liegbio remarked 
that ho who tornpts another to steal is 
scarcely better than tho thief. Accepting 
that us an axiom in jurisprudence, here 
wo have in tho name aud under sanction 
of British law an organized system of 
tempting, in order to entrap, the liquor 
dealer. And in carrying out this system 
so repugnant to tho generally ncoepted 
theory of justice, the instrument is being 
trained to a dangerous profession — ono 
which may bo readily turned against 
the honest citizen. Tho principal, having 
uu especial oye to tho blood-money, em- 
ploys tho most dangerous and untrusty 
instrument for the purpose of entrapping 
tho intended victim. What guarantee is 
there, as one of our correspondents points 
out, that, tempted in turn by tho ottered 
reward, tho instrument may not give 
false evidence ? Is it going too far to 
suggest tiio possibility of tho conscience 
of oven tho principal operator in this ug- 
ly business of tempting his fellows to 
commit erimo iu order to clutch tlio 
blood-money — a business generally sup- 
posed to bo relegated to tho Devil— giv- 
ing way before tho larger temptation? 
There may possibly bo extreme eases in 
which thu employment of menus net jus- 
tifiable on general principles or under 
ordinary oircuinatancos might bo excus- 
able; but thero need bo no hesitation in 
affirming that tho best sentiment of tho 
community has been shocked by the im- 
pression that theso demoralizing means 
bavo been and aro being systematically 
resorted to in this community, and that 
they may possibly have had their 
share in the caso which culminated 
so tragically on Thursday last. 
I hat such is really tho caso, we 
do not affirm; but wo most earnestly con- 
tend that there should bo immediate en- 
quiry, and if such should prove to be the 
practice, there should bo an immediate 
put to it.

An Etscnxiv-B' Meeting was hold at

The Police Magistrate. 

Editor Colonist: — Magistrates, as 
well as judges, should hold olliee during 
good bohaviour aud not bo subject to dis- 
placement. Thoir position should be per- 
manent and independent. If subject at 
any moment to removal thoir usefullncss 
is at an ond: It was a great mistake and 
violation of British sentiment when tho

Indian Liquor Law 

Editor Colonist:— Sir: It is high 
timo that some steps bo taken by our 
mombers at Ottawa to remedy tho many 
faults of tho Indian Liquor Law as it now 
exists in this Pro vinco. 

In ttio first place tiio payment of half 
the flno to tho informer is an inducement 
to tho Polico to lay traps to catch those 
who are ablo to pay a fine, whereas those 
who have no money, and carry on their 
nefarious trade for tho sako of a living, 
are allowod to do so in open daylight in 
tho largest thoroughfares in tho town, 
unheeded by anyone Again, sir. with 
regard to tho sentences pasead on persons 
convicted, why should a person who 
is well off bo fined heavily for a first con- 
viction, while others are only fined a 
small sum? This looks very like one 
law for the rich and another for tho 
poor. 

Another great objection to the way the 
law is carried out is tho fact that a man 
niay be convicted oil Indian ovidonco 
alono, as in the case of Regiha vs. Row- 
land. In this case two Indians swore 
they paid 25 cents and each had a drink 
of rum. No liquor was found in their 
possession, nor were they intoxicated; 
yet on their evidence alono was tho de- 
fendant convicted. Now, sir. does not 
this establish a very dangerous prece- 
dent? Might not an Indian bo induced 
by means of tho almighty dollar to swear 
falsely that some man had supplied him 
with liquor, just to gratify some person- 
al spite ? Nothing would bo more easy. 
The very fact of a man refusing to sup- 
ply liipior to an Indian is quite sufficient 
to mako the Indian spiteful enough to 
swum- that tho person to whom ho had 
applied had supplied him. 

I wonder that tho Coroner's Jury in 
the case of Mr. Lush did not mako sonio 
comment on the subject. 

Could you not.sir, through the medium 
of your columns, get the M. P.'s at Otta- 
wa to bring the law into such a shape 
that it might be carried out to tho letter, 
or ei«q entirely abolish it? 

Woro thoy to get tho Canadian Parlia- 
ment to put in a (dauso empowering the 
Judge to order tho whiskey-sellers and 
the Indian buyers as high as four dozen 
hishos — Indian whiskey-selling, liko ga- 
rotting iu the large title's of England, 
would become almost a thing of the past.

» At tho Coroner's inquest on the body 
of Howard, who was recently dragged 
from tho Des Moines (Iowa) jail and 
hanged by a mob, Annie Howard; tho 
wife of the deceased, testilied as fol- 
lows : If I was in tho east room of 
the jail. Mr. Howard had just got up 
and fixed the fire ; Ids coming back to 
bed nwokoiuo, and I hoard somebody 
coining into tho hall. I heard a shuffling 
of feet, and I thought it was police 
with drunken prisoners. Wo heard 
them confined; ono of the fiirls askoJ: 
"What do you want here? There is no- 
body hut two girls hero. Wo woro hotli 
raised up on our elbows, listoning to 
see what the disturbance was. Whsn 
thoy unlocked our cell door I thought 
it was officers coming to take biru to 
tlio penitentiary. Tho man who un- 
locked tho door did it quick, and seam- 
ed to understand it. As soon as I saw 
their faces woro blackened I suspected 
whnt it was, and throw myself over 
him. They first said; 'Come out of hero, 

wo want you, you .' I said: ' O, 

ray God ! Don't kill him. You have 
Bontenced him for life; what more do 
you want?' He said: 'Gentlemen, don't 
kill me. I nm an innocent man, and 
time will show you that I am, if you 
will only wait.' I began to scream, 
and they took hold of me and tried to 
tear mo loose from him; then the 
third man carao in with a rope. I saw 
they woro going to put it over his neck, 
and I 

TRIED TO PREVENT THEM 

By putting my body over his head 
and heck. One of tho men told mo Ko 
leave or he would kill mo; he held a 
revolver to my temple. Charley told 
me to lot go, that he would go with 
them. I then let go. Ono of the 
men took me by the throat to stop my 
screaming. Ho choked me for a 
time, find put his band over my mouth, 
telling me to hush up. I jerked his 
band from ray mouth; he then held 
me hy the arm so that I could not 
get to Howard. I stood between the 
foot of the bed and the stove, screaming 
while this was going on. Howard beg- 
ged them to lot him speak to me, or kiss 
mo once, and he would then go with 
them. One man said, 'Let him speak to 
her if ho wants to,' but the others would 
not permit it. Howard was sitting on 
tho edge of the bed, and they jerked him 
up on his feet. They had a rope around 
his neck and took him right out. As ho 
went out in the other cell ho said, 'Good- 
bye, Aunio; you know that I dio an inno-

under t'ircntnbtuneen that leave little 
doubt the [uiel was n practised hand. 
Tho Earl rind Counters of Dudley arrived 
at tho railway station in his lordship's 
brougham at G:'20 p. in., and were imme- 
diately followed by a four-wheeled cab 
convoying two of the countess' waiting 
women, each in charge of a jewel-box 
and other urtiolos of a lady's toilette. 
Misa Soott, one of the women, was tho 
first who alighted, and having deposited 
upon tho pavement the box undor her 
care, turned to assist hor companion. 
Her companion having alighted, Miss 
Scott turned to get the box, when, to her 
great consternation, she found it had 
been removed. An instant search was 
niitdn by tho earl's servants and by the 
railway ofllcials in attendance, but no 
tidings could be gained of it. His Iioyul 
Highness the Prince of Waleo arrived at 
thia moment to travel by the same train 
in a "stop carriage)" as far ab Slough on 
his way to Windsor, and a desire on the 
part of tho railway ollloials to despatch 
the train punctually led to soruo little 
confusion, amidst which the express left 
tho station without tiny intelligence of 
the missing box having been obtained. 
Tlio Worcester; express makes its first 
stoppage at Reading; on avrivingat which 
place? Lord Dudley, having had timo to 
rellect upon his loss, alighted, and, after 
explaining to the station agent the cir- 
ouinstanoos, he required that every coin- 
part tn«U t in tlio train should bo searched 
in tho hope that the missing bos might 
have boon separated from the other lug- 
gage. Tho search proving fruitless hiis 
lordship decided upon returning to Lou- 
don at onco, which ho did, accompanied 
by Miss Soott, in a Bpeoitil train, ns soon 
as tho express had loft Reading. On 
roaoltlng Haddington tho noble earl drove 
direct to bin jewellers, Messrs. Hunt <fc 
Roskell, of New Bond stieet, whither the 
polico from Scotland yard wore imme- 
diately summoned, and under tin if nib 
vico a detailed list of tho lost articles was 
prepaied aud oiroulated among tho lead- 
ing metropolitan and local pawnbrokers. 
Tho list is a long ono. But among the 
principal articles lost may be mentioned 
a pearl and diamond bracelet, presented 
by tlio inhabitants of Dudley on tho oc- 
casion of tho marriage ol tho earl and 
countess; a diamond toilette necklace, a 
diamond cross, a sapphire and diamond 
bracelet, a diamond necklace with pearl 
and diamond drops,, a pair of very fine 
pearl earrings, two pairs of diamond ear- 
rings, live diamond stars, throe diamond 
butterflies, scat's eye petulant and car 
rings, a diamond padlock, a ruby and 
diamond pondant, an emerald and dia- 
mond watch with enamelled chain, a tur- 
cpioiso nnd ruby watoh, an enamelled and 
diamond watoh, a crystal watch. Wo are 
informed that the countess' loss is greatly 
overestimated at £50,000. Tho box >4olon 
contained only those jewels in constant 
usebr hor ladyship, and the bulk of hor 
valuable diamonds nro either in her own 
possession or in tho charge of Messrs. 
Hunt & Roskell, Lord Dudloy enter- 
fcains hope that tlie reward of iH.OCO 
which ho has offered for thoir restitution 
may lend to a recovery of the jowels. But 
tho polico authorities consider the theft 
baa been accomplished by thieves who 
havo probably boon dogging tho nnblu 
earls movements for months, and (hat be- 
fore Sunday morning overy jo « ol of 
value would havo boon romovod from its 
sotting by aquafortis and the BOttingB 
melted down.

Bo it therefore enacted by tho Mayor and Council of 
the Corporation of the City of Victoria as follows:— 

I, The election of a Major for the Municipality of 
the City of Victoria shall ti^ie place a' the same time 
as the election of Councillors for the said City; that 
Is to nay. on tho second Monday In January next; and 
such election shall commcucp at twelve o'clock neon 
on the faid day.
